THE MUD is mixed as small 


boys do it, except on a larger scale 
Huge pits, called “sumps”, are dug 
If possible, and it frequently is, 
the mixture is made from fresh 
water and the surface clay at the 
well. The usefulness of the clay 
depends on the size of its particles

mud and force it down the hollow 
centre of the drill stem, down 
into the earth to the drilling bit 
It passes through the rotating cones 
of the bit into the hole, and comes 
up outside the drill stem, be-

At the surface it flows | 


of the hole 
over a “shale-shaker”, which is 
just what its name indicates, a 
vibrating screen which sifts the 
rock cuttings out of the mud and 
lets it flow away back to the sump 
Mud will “die” after a certain 
amount of use, and must be dis- 
carded. The mud supply, therefore, 
must be replenished frequently. 


SOMETIMES a porous format- | 


fon is encountered and the mud 
to flow into it. This is 
known as a@ thief formation. With 
Some astonishment the newcomer, 
who may have gained considerable 
respect for the mud engineer's fine 
scientific hand, watches him 
stuff bran, beet pulp, breakfast 
food, sawdust and assorted other | 
weird articles such as cellophane 
strips, down the hole. The idea, 
however, is that these bulky sub 
stances will clog the porous form- 
ation and then swell, sealing it off 
and preventing the thieving of 
good drilling mud. 

| Again the mud engineer wil! re- 
| mind one of a housewife, for he 
will grumble about the mud “curd- 
ling” and will start adding ordin- 
ary starch to keep his mix of the 
right consistency. 


TO PLY his trade the mud en- 
gineer has a miniature laboratory 
in his car. He has pressure {fil- 
ters to tell how much water his 
mud will lose before sealing off 
a formation, instruments to mea 
sure viscosity, tests for chemicals. 
Most of all, perhaps, he depends 
for first information on the “feel” 
of his mud, and drilling crews find 
him a familiar part of the oil well 
| scene as he crouches beside the 
mud pump fingering the returning 
drilling fluid. He sleeps in snatches, 
and is often up all night long 

Sometimes things go awry 
| through no fault of the mud engin- 
eer. But if he sticks to his job 
everyone feels a little surer that 
the hole will be a good one.

We have told you of the belief 
that the remote ancestors of the 
American Indians were Mongols 
who, long ago, came over from 
Asia through Alaska. It probably 
took them hundreds of years to 
spread into America. The spread- 
ing must have been the result of 
fitful wanderings. People travelled 
considerable distances, but only 
with the lapse of many years. Sev 
eral generations, at least, must have 
lived and died by the time some of 
these people had wandered south- 
ward into the heart of North Amer- 
tea 

Let us use our imagination and 
think of the effect of this long 
stay in Arctic regions upon the 
way they lived.

other elements of culture. Most 
domestic animals cannot live in 
the Arctic. Knowledge of how to 
work metal would be lost in the 
course of wandering where there 
were no metal mines. Regardless 
ot what knowledge they had when 
ihey started out, they could keep 
only those crafts which could sur- 
vive for generations in the Arctic. 
As far as we can tell from the 
investigations of early American 
settlements, it seems clear that the 
early Indians everywhere knew 
thow to chip stone impliments, and 
how to smooth and polish them by 
grinding.

They had some 
knowledge of boats; they had vivid 
beliefs in the power or supernatur- 
al beings. How many other parts 
of their life were lost in crossing 
from Asia we shall never know. 


Thus, the early American Indians 
made their way slowly to all parts 
of North and South America, where 
in course of time their mode of life 
developed in very different ways. 
Some of the facts which caused 
whange we can never know, One 
tact of tremendous importance was

In Food Prices 


Protesting the recent increase in 
price of beef. and the probable re- 
moval of subsidies on butter, mem- 
bers of the Edmonton Housewives 


League passed resolutions ay 4 re- 
cent meeting to be sent to War 
time Prices and Trade Board 

THE RESOLUTION, protesting 
the rise in cost of beef of three 
cewts per pound, urged the govern- 
ment to “maintain price ceilings on 
foodstuffs and prevent any further 
increases for the time being” 

The resolution was passed, in 
view of the fact that beef ic a 
main item in the diet of most Can 
adian families and that the in- 
creases in other commodities, “will 
still further restrict the diet of 
families in the low income brack- 
ets.” 

The resolution on butter pointed 
out that the removal of the sub- 
sidy “will bring a price increase 
of at least 10 cents a pound,” and 
this increase will probably reduce 
consumption “to the detriment of 
the family diet and to the farmer.” 

It urged the government to main- | 
tain the subsidy on butter
